Minor Tueatre.—The Foundling of the Forest was performed 
here last night; the mawkish sentiment, and inflated language of this 
play, requires very fine acting to make it endurable, but played as it 
was last night, it was a most cruel infliction to sit it out ; there were 
one or two exceptions to the general dulness, but they were not pow- 
erful enough to redeem it from deserved censure. A comic song given, 
with some humour, and a recitation followed :—to these succeeded 
Monsieur Tonson, the part of Monsieur Morbleu, by Mr. Allen, who 
really played it almost as well as Mathews or Gattie ; several of the 
other characters were also well supported, particularly a Watchman, 
by Mr. Ashforth ;—notwithstanding a few drawbacks this piece went 
off very spiritedly. The audience was both numerous and respectable.
